Member 

All faculties are taking action to 
fill such of the seats of the mighty 
in the Met; ill Undergraduate world 
as are shortly to be vacated. The 
terms of four members of the exist- 
ing Student Council expire New 
Year's Day, and nominations are 
now called to elect their .successors 

At present each faculty Is rcprcs- 
ented on the Students' Council by the 
president of its society, while the 
rest of the Council Is composed of the 
heads of the various more important 
undergraduate societies, and of elect- 
ed officials, 

All these members formerly went 
out of office, simultaneously, and the 
Council was not unl'kely to start the 
new college year with an almost en- 
tirely new membership, unfamiliar 
with the work of Its predecessor, 

In order to promote greater con- 
tinuity of tile personnel of the Coun- 
cil a decision was reached last year 
by the Undergraduates, lo elect the 
men to represent the faculties so that 
they could sturt office in January of 
each year, and continue In office until 
January of the following year.

THE MY Al MILITARY COLLEGE OF CANADA 

rpilBKK are few national institutions of 
* more value anil Interest to the coun- 
try than the Royal Military College of 
Canada. Notwithstanding this, its object 
•nd the work it is accomplishing are nut 
•ufficlently understood by the general 
public. 

The College Is a Government Institution 
designed primarily for tin* purpose of giv- 
ing Instt 'action in ail branches of military 
science to cadets and officers of the Can- 
adlan Militia. In fact, it corresponds to 
Woolwloh and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active lis! of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there Is in aildition a complete staff 
of professors for the civil subjects which 
form such an important part of the Col- 
lege course. Medical attendance Is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College It 'organized on a 
strictly military basis the cadets rece've 
a practical and scientific training In sub- 
jects essential to a sound modern educa- 
tion. 

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics. Civil Knglne»r!nir, 
Burveylng, Physics. Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College is one of the most valuable tea- 
, tures of the course, and. in addition, thp 
constant practlco of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
liealth and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the Im- 
perial service and Canadian Permanent 
Force arc offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is considered 
toy the authorities conducting the exami- 
nation for Dominion Lund Surveyor to be 
equivalent to a university degree, and by 
the Regulations of the Law Society of 
Ontario, It obtains the same exemption* 
as a H. A. degree. 

The length of tne course is three years. 
In three terms of months each. 

The total cost of the course, Including 
board, uniform. Instructional material, 
and all extras, Is about jsuu. 

The annual competitive examination for 
Admission to the College, takes place in 
May of each year, at the headquarters of 
the several military districts. 

For full particulars regarding th.s ex- 
amination and for any other Information, 
application should be made to the Seers*- 
tary of the Military Council, Ottawa.

M. Jean Flnot has contributed an- 
other chapter on his cheerful philosophy 
under the title of "Meditations of nn 
Optimist," which appears In La Re- 
vue. 

Humanity, he writes, has always 
been the plaything of things which it 
does not see or of things which it does 
not take the trouble to understand. 
It will make itself unhappy for wrong 
Ideas or because It shuts Us Mrs to 
realities. When an error has once re- 
ceived the consecration of time, It be- 
comes practically Invulnerable, for er- 
rors seem to grow stronger as they get 
older. Our feelings and our thoughts 
permeate our sensations and create 
our manner of feeling, living, and bf- 
Ing. They even affect onr surround- 
ings. Thus we animate the Inanimate 
and attribute to It more than we pos- 
sess ourselves. The contemplation of 
the Cross, far example, has dictated 
to human beings far more virtuous 
actions than the teachings of nllllons 
of preachers. Venerated and beloved 
objects often render in love, strength, 
and heroism all we have confided to 
them. How much easier and more di- 
vine is this miracle when It is applied 
directly to our thoughts, feelings, nnd 
ideas! Let us apply all the enthusiasm 
of faith of which we are capable to 
our conception of life and so illumine 
life with new beauties and new splen- 
dor. Life will then be ennobled and 
purified. It will bear the Impress of 
heroism ar.d confidence, and it will be 
sweet and smiling and full of heavenly 
kindness nnd pity. To attaJn a beauti- 
ful and a noble life we must believe 
In the beauty and nobility of life, and 
to make the love of our neighbor tri- 
umph we must believe In our neighbor. 
The miracles of the Passion were only 
manifest to the souls filled wRft Irve 
of the Cress. 

A NEW CONCEPTION Of* LIFE. 

We also see how our every-day life 
evolves under the strong Influence of 
suggestion. Suggestion helps In the 
formation both of our souls and bog- 
les. Even materia.! wealth Is an Ir- 
resistible torce. The language of child- 



hood sticks t.. us through life and 
colors our Ideas. Our notion of happi- 
ness continues to suggest wealth or 
power exciting envy and it rejulres 
quite heroic efforts to enable Ua Ç, 
form Independent Conceptions, The 
force of suggestion has. in fact, de- 
livered up all the secrets of the modern 
mind. Used well. It may revolutionise 
the moral world, or, turned nway from 
Its beneficent purpose. It ma y pre-l„|. 
tat* our fall. M(ln w ,„ ^ <y 
happy In another sense as his ideas 
of goodness or happiness change |J|. 
notion of heroism will rise In decree 
as he learns to put Into his eotcentton 
"f heroism more elevated Ideas. The 
same applies to love of nnc'H fellow- 
men, and to nil moral ideas, Inclining 
happiness Itself. I„ this manner man 
will become not only more ideally per- 
fect, but his everyday happiness will 
be equally affected. What we have to 
Inculcate In the rising generations Is 
that nobility of life, sacrifices mads In 
favour of our fellow-creatures, and a 
wide comprehension and realization, of 
our duties are of moi* value f>r cur 
happiness than wealth. 

Morally and physically, we are the 
product of our surroundings. BUI there 
Is another law. that of conscious or un- 
conscious imitation, whtîh Influences 
our mode of thought and acti >n. A 
beneficent Idea united to a sentiment 
which has a deep erho In our se'tu- 
billty provokes acts of collective hero- 
ism. It is possible to inspi.-e whole 
countries with the same idea and make 
people ready to face danger or cienth. 
whether actuated by great things rr 
simple chimeras.

ROADS TOWARDS PEACE 



Dr. Charles Eliot's full report of his 
Investigations In the Far East lor the 
Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace, now printed, is a stlnvukillng fu- 
cument. As against many recent warn- 
ings thut the fruition of the peace 
movement belongs to the indefinite fu- 
ture. President Eliot does a service in 
picturing the prospect in a new an* 
encouraging light. The common con- 
ception of the ending of war has been 
through international agreements, the 
co-operation of anti-militarists, tho 
strengthening of commerlcal bonds— in 
a word, by agencies working directly 
upon the relations of one country to 
another. ■ But to Dr. Eliot world- 
peace is tantamount to a high civili- 
zation, and is to come through devel- 
opment within each nation. The pre- 
sent letter of treaties may hold; but 
when public sentiment in each country 
Is sufficiently educated wars will huvo 
automatically ceased. 

In Dr. Eliot's report, in other words, 
the cause of peace is restated as a doc- 
trine of meliorism. He believes that 
when mankind has attained a certain 
advance, war will have fallen into its 
final decline. His specific recommen- 
dations to the Carnegie trusters are of 
a general sort. One is a hospital In 
Toklo, another Is a secondary school for 
the children of foreign residents in the 
same city; a third Is the establishment 
of travelling fellowships for Chinese 
youth; another a free library in Pe- 
king. All have the snme tenor; tho 
agencies of public and private well-be- 
ing are to be quickened, without pres- 
ent reference to war or world -relations. 
Ho advises that the Carnegie Fund be 
Used to "foster religious sentiments, 
and those economic, Industrial, and po- 
litical principles that purify and 
strengthen family life and secure liber- 
ty, domestic joys, and public tranquil- 
ity." He notes the necessity of culti- 
vating "In all nations trusteeship, pub- 
lic spirit, and the application of private 
money to public uses." His one em- 
phatic reference to an International 
topic is commendation of all efforts to 
teach peoples to understand each other 
nnd their own position '» ihe family of 
nations. 

Dr. Eliot remarks that wars for dy- 
nastic or religious alms are past; tho 
'causes of war In the future are likely 
to be nntional distrusts, dislikes, and 
apprehensions, which have been nursed 
In Ignorance, and fed on rumors, sus- 
picions, and conjectures propagated by 
unscrupulous newsmongers, until sud- 
denly developed by some untoward 
event Into active hatred, or widespread 
alarm." To correct this Ignorance or 
selfishness he would huve Institutions 
planted. 

This hopeful theory of working 
against war Is not new. -, That tho 
growth of liberalism within a nation 
makes for peace Is a truism alike to 
those who oppose war simply for Its 
"soulless dark butchery," anil to ihosa 



who stand on Dr. Eliot's broader plane. 
As to Addison the factious man was 
the man with an uncomfortable mind 
In an uncomfortable .body, so the fac- 
tious nation is often one full of inward 

dissatisfactions. Yet we cannot for- 
get that, in addition to moral forces, In- 
ternational peace Is also thought of In 
terms of treaties; of the Hague Tribu- 
nal and its eleven adjudications* of 
Churchill's holiday year, and Bryan's 
treaties of reflection. These are valued 
not merely as symbols of progress to- 
wards amity, but as progress itself. 
Hut it Is the rellection that the sub- 
version of the work of such agencies Is 

easy which has impelled many to utter 
warnings against too rash hopes for 
peace. Looking abroad at the ming- 
ling of sincerity and Chicanery In dip- 
lomacy, the evasion of formal instru- 
ments and moral obligations, the re- 
currence of bullying and injustice, they 
have seof reason for their belief that 
to/break an occasion claw or tooth of 
war is all that can now be hoped for. 
From too great discouragement Dr. 
Eljot rescues them. Treaties will suf- 
fer abrogation until the spirit back of 
them is elevated. The fundamental 
task la to develop standard Ideas of 
rectitude and law. Dr. Eliot's view is 
optimistic in that it links the peace 
movement to the sturdier human im- 
pulses, and gives it the assistance of a 
hundred other forces seeking a com- 
mon achievement. 

Anuther corrective and common- 
sense implication or his report is his 
attitude towards reducing the differen- 
ces between nations. "What Is the 
duty of friends of pence?" we rear! 
from another college professor. "To 
act constantly on the basis that all 
men are brothers; to strive to reduco 
the differences between nations." Dr. 
Eliot's benevolence is not too sweeping. 
Except In ethics, education, and econ- 
omic efflcency, he docs not carry the 
Tennysonian world-federation to an 
extreme. He would condeni direct 
antipathies, while prizing national 
color and Individuality, President 
Eliot does not prate of the brotherhood 
of man, but he talks downrightly of 
the need of racial purity in the East, 
the inevltableness of national pridO 
and national distinctiveness, and the 
growing evidences that the govern- 
ment of large masses by an alien race 
is becoming impracticable. There is 
nn Ingrained diversity of peoples, 
which Is to remain unchanged beneath 
the new and universal regard for Ideals 
of peace. With all his hopes for rais- 
ing the status of the East by Occi- 
dental schools, mission-, travel, books, 
and political advisers, he would make 
all peoples alike In but one thing— a 
universal regard for equity and 11 high 
endeavor to maintain It peacefully. —

FLAX GROWING IN ENGLAND 



England used to be a flax-growini: 
country, but for the last century little 
has been grown, though there have 
been one or two efforts to revive the 
industry. Now. however, there are 
proposals on foot to start flax-grow- 
ing on a large scale, and the Develop- 
ment Commissioners .have collected, in- 
formation from the t hief flax-growing 
countries of Europpe. 

J. Vargns Eyre deals exhaustively 
with the question In the April number 
of Science Progress. The Sngllsh cli- 
mate and soil are both very suitable 
for flax, and as the price is twkeas j 
high as it was ten years ago the indus, j w 
try should be very profitable. Besides 
which it is suitable for small holdings. 

Flax is a good alternative crop, and 
for this reason alone would be useful as 
an addition to the usual rotation: 
moreover, as weather which is suitable 
b.r flax grown as a fibre crop is not 
Rood for corn, in a season in which 
cereals and flax will probably SUCCed." 

The article deals exhaustively with 
the method Imployed In the different 
countries for growing and treating 
the flax. The successive processes are 

described, rirstty the harvesting and 

drying of the plant. Tills Is followed 
by 'rippling" or separating the seed 
from the straw. To obtain the fibre 
two or three operations are needed. 



the first being "retting." This process 
consists of separating the fibres from 
I lie rest id the stalk and is accomplish* 
ed by allowing the straw to rot. Of 
the various ways of effecting this de- 
composition, the simplest Is that known 

as "dew-retting," the straw being 
spread thinly In regular rows over 
the ground, and alternate dew. sun- 
shine, and rain allowed to carry the 
process forward until the. fibre is easily 
detachable from the wood 

Another process Is known as 'pond 
retting." This Is best carried out by 
completely submerging the straw in 
ter Contained in "ponds" or simple 
excavations In the ground with a clay 
bottom, and letting It remain until 
retting Is complete The letter straw 

must !>•■ thorough!} dried before It can 

be further dealt with. The next pro- 
cess Is 'breaking." in Which the woody 
part of the 'dry slraw is broken up Into 

small pieces, leaving the fibre undam- 
aged, "The broken-up woody part 
of the straw— the shove— is separated 
from the fibre by a mechanical beating 
operation known .is scutching." After 
SCUtchlng, the fibre Is cleaned and is 
ready for the mill. 

Experiments on ii.i\ growing were 
carried out in Bedfordslre m l»tî, and* 
generally speak. ng. the crops were dis- 
tlnctlj good.

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THE SUSPENDED PARTIAL 



The student who fails at McGill may take heart of hope. 
When revolving "the sad vicissitudes of things," he is commended 
to a consideration of the system in vogue at the University of Chi- 
cago. 

The policy of the Rockefeller institution won the immediate 
attention of sister universities, when it was laid down. The adoption 
of it here would entail drastic changes, and would, we think, 
lessen the importance of the degree. It would double the size of 
McGill's undergraduate body in five years. 

The Chicago student is given standing for every examination 
passed, whether it takes ten months or two years to pass the next. 
,What is called a "majority" is, we understand, granted for each 
half-yearly examination passed. A certain number, not far from 
32, is title to a degree. * 

If a man here passes Freshman English, but fails in everything 
else, he starts all over next year. In Chicago, he would be given two 
majorities for the examinations passed. And he works on for 30 
more majorities. He can take advanced English, some philosophy 
subjects, and mathematics, next year and get a majority for each ex- 
amination he passes in them. 

It is like buying land on the 32-instalment principle; you can, 
under this beneficent Chicago rule, pay one of the 32 instalments 
down whenever you like, and when you have made the requisite 32 
part payments, they give you your title. A pleasant part of it, we 
have heard, is that you can make nearly all your part payments in 
two or three special lines of study. Thus eight instalments in philos- 
ophy, ten in English, and eight in history, leaves only six in mathe- 
matics and the languages combined, to pay for the degree. 

A man in Chicago who takes four subjects a year, for four 
years (and passes his teals) does about the same work as the Arts 
man here, and both get their degrees. But in Chicago also he may 
>vade leisurely through his troubles, taking but few subjects a year, 
and finally graduate. 

It will be seen that the system is especially advantageous to 
the residents of the home city of Chicago. A man at work may take 
a class through a year, and by continued application, some time be 
a B.A. A Montreal citizen, on the other hand, may take a subject 
a year at McGill, and under the late ruling as regards the inutility 
of partial studies for undergraduate standing, will be no nearer the 
honor at the end of a decade than when he started. He pays his in- 
stalments, McGill gives him the land, but will not bestow the title to 
it. 

One can well understand the McGill attitude. The student 
who sees a partial slipping in ahead of him, entertains ideas of vio- 
lence towards the gentleman. A full undergraduate, with us, im- 
plies a man who works hard, while a partial seems not to have earn- 
ed a standing. It is beyond doubt that the Bachelor of Arts of 
McGill would at the end of four years be able to exhibit far more 
learning than the McGill man who has taken the B.A. subjects in 
partial courses. 

But it seems that a partial should eventually be given standing 
towards a degree of less honor.

Murray Brooks Tells of 

His Experiences in Kandy 

Popular Foreign Secretary of College "Y." McGill Grad., Sub- 
mits Interesting Report 



For three yean Mr, Murray Brooks 
has been Foreign Secretary of the 
McGill Y.M.c.A.. working among the 
students of Ceylon. He sends the 1 
"Daily" a most interesting story of' 
his past years' expériences and gives j 
a comprehensive view of his field. 

Dear Friends: — 

lu a few days it will be three 
years since 1 sailed out of Montreal 
harbor on the s.s. "Manitoba" en 
route for Ceylon. Looking back, it 
feels much longer, hut yet the time 
has scorned to roll by quickly. They 
have been years full of experience 
and development In many ways. Ac- 
customed to the free nnd easy life of 
a new country without much historic 
background or past, and then chang- 
ing to a land where there was a ci- 
vilization of no mean order nearly 
J, 500 years ago, monuments of which 
remain to this day. and where tradi- 
tion and custom rule the whole so- 
cial life, one finds himself in th.li 
short space of time quite adjusted 
to the new conditions and able to 
feel in a small degree at least that 
this is home as well as the other. 
Perhaps the first question that you 
would ask me would be "Is your 
health keeping up?" 

I am now at the end of u period of 
a year and a half's steady work with- 
out vacation and though quite ready 
for Hie holiday that is coming, I am in 
Very, good condition, anil 1 believe bel- 
li r than at the end of any colleg 
year that I can remember. The first 
year I was mil here 1 hail troubles 
of many kinds with my health, due 
largely to the very trying climate of 
Colombo, to the adjustment to new 

conditions, and to overwork, but in 
the last two years I have been as well 
on the whole as any two years since 
I Wiis eighteen. This is a very great 

encouragement i" me for il makes 
one feel that as ihu years go on i 
shall probably become more and more 
acclimatized and shall be abb to con- 
tinue oui lure tor a long period. I am 
bound lo confess that intellectually 1 
have fallen below even the low place 
Where I stood before. It has seemed 
Impossible to keep up one's studies and 
to do real bard consistent brainy work 
which would keep one growing in this 
respect. 

1 am told that (he tropics are more 
likely in make one degenerate in his 
mind faculties in most eases than to 
pull down his body. If this is true, 
then one can only hope that a fur- 
lough every few years will enable him 
to catch up or make some advance 
for we can never hope to solve the 

tremendous problems of these Eastern 
countries without the best brains that 
we have tor the purpose, 

Spiritually, these three years have 

been very rich Indeed, and I am con- 
scious of real progress in this direc- 
tion. Contact with those of other 
faiths ami with those of no faith at 
all has driven me back more dimly to 
the rock foundations and yel withal 
1 believe that every day I Stay 111 li- 
my sympathy for those who think 
and believe differently from what I do 

is broader and deeper than it ever 

was before. Certain hard Jobs and 
lonely hours have made me put a great- 
er trust and dependence upon the in- 
finite love and power of the Almighty 
Father, who has never been known to 
fail to guide ami cheer and encourage 
Mis children. 

DIRECTIONS, 
During the past twelve months our 
work has made real progress in sev- 
eral directions, line of the most en- 
couraging features has been the new 
interest and life among students, large-l 
ly, I think, the result of our two stu-| 
dent conferences, the iirst of their 
kind in the island, and also of the visit 
of r>r.

Add In Ibis a steamy, 
heavy atmosphere and you can Ima- 
gine the difficult) ol doing a good 
day's work. Like everything else, 
however, one soon barns not lo mind 
the heat and til lake It Tor granted. 
Missionaries vor\ often determine the 
success of their work by the number 
of those who Ixlong to the country In 
which they are working whom the) 
aie abb- to train lo take their plaies. 

Judged by this utandnid, I think we 
have reason to feel very grateful, Tor 
during the past six months at least 
l. r i men have offered themselves for 
lb.- Y.M.I'.A. secretaryship. Some of 
these we have had to reject, but oth- 
ers will be trained to take up publiions 



in the various associations of Hie 
island. 

HAS A MOTOR BIKE. 
Since the llrst of June 1 have had 
a motor bike and have enjoyed going 
about on It immensely.
